Train Wrecking nml Assassination Anions 
tho Crimes of F. I). Laudon. 
Two years ago, when train 
rob- 
bery was as yet a budding 
indus- 
try, thero was a nmc days' 
sensa- 
tion over tho holdup of tho 
Gfuth-ri- 
o 
and Texas express on tho Santa 
Foroad, in northeastern Oklahoma. 
Thero was much a swag by the op- 
eration, both from tho express box 
and from the passengers. 
Several 
men woro interested in this 
littlo 
financial operation. 
Only 
ono 
of 
them was over caught. 
His name 
is Frank D. Landon. 
Many months after this and 
be 
foro tho officcis of the law had 
def-inatc- lj' 
located Mr. 
Landon, 
that 
individual, with aid from some un- 
known confederate, mot 
a 
lonely 
traveler on tho Larks of tho 
Scar-kaski- a 
river, 
and 
lightened 
tho 
pack of tho wayfarer to tho extent 
of oneihundred of our daddio's dol- 
lars. 
For this offenso Mr. Landon 
scared' deemed 
it necessary 
to 
conceal 
himself, 
with 
tho 
result 
that, like Sampson, ho was 
taken 
while napping, and was 
landed 
in 
jail of Kay county, there to answer 
for his gravo misdemeanors. 
Tho train robbery 
was a 
trifle 
difficult to fix upon 
him, 
so 
the 
charge of robbory was pushed and 
proven, and upon Landon descend- 
ed tho weight of a fifteen years' sen 
tence in tho Oklahoma penitentiary. 
But Landon proved to bo a man 
of resources 
Ono 
day 
about 
4 
o clock, tho jailor was in tho corri- 
dor, bringing to tho fivo 
prisonors 
their 
afternoon 
meal. 
Landon 
managed to fell tho man 
from 
be- 
hind, and tho rest 
was 
easy. 
As 
soon as night fell, 
tho 
fivo 
made 
their cscapo. 
Thoy separated. 
Landon on his 
way a low 
miles 
from 
Nowkirk, 
the county seat, ran across 
a 
re- - 
markabh' fine horse.tho property of 
a iurtnor named Wintcrmoot. 
Near 
by was a nice revolver. 
Both 
bo 
ing appropriated 
by Landon as a 
gift of the gods to ono 
in distress 
when Farmer "Wintormoot 
appear- 
ed on 
tho 
scene. 
There 
was 
a 
short struggle, and when 
Landon 
rode away to tho south ho left 
be- 
hind him a corpse 
with 
a 
bullet 
hole through the head. 
All this 
happened 
about 
nine 
months ago. 
Naturally, 
oven 
in 
Oklahoma, thero was 
the 
deepest 
horror aud indignation 
over 
the 
criminal story and cvory effort was 
put forth to find a trace of tho 
as- 
sassin, who had dropped from sight 
more effectually than had 
he 
em 
barked for a foreign land. 
Tho authorities 
were 
fortunate 
enough to havo good portraits 
of 
tho errant knight, 
and 
wero 
not 
economical in 
their 
distribution. 
Ono of them camo to 
tho 
roguo's 
gallery of Sheriff 
Wight, of 
Gra 
ham 
county, 
Arizona. 
A 
few 
weeks 
ago 
Alex. Davis, 
deputy 
sliernl at Morenci, happoned to 
bo 
in Solomonvillo, tho county 
scat. 
He thought ho recognized 
in 
tho 
portrait a rcsomblanco to an 
indi 
vidual who had lain 
around-Moren- 
- 
ci for 
several 
months. 
Doputy 
Sheriff Parks investigated tho caso 
with 
Davis, 
and 
was 
fortunato 
enough to find the 
object 
of 
his 
search at a timo when ho had pawn- 
ed tho same redoubtable 
rovolver 
of Oklahoma days with 
a 
saloon 
keeper. 
It was tho man. 
Landon was quietly taken 
into 
custody and 
tho 
sheriff 
of Ka' 
county was notified by telegraph. 
As ,i result, there yesterday 
ap 
peared in Phenix a deputj' 
sheriff 
of Kay county, S. "W. Masters. 
Ho 
loft on last 
night's 
south bound 
train, ompoworcd 
by tho governor, 
over tho territorial board seal, 
to 
removo from Arizona tho porson of 
one h. D. Landon. 
At Lordsburg 
Masters will bo joined 
by 
Davis 
with his 
prisoner, 
and 
together 
they will escort Landon 
to 
Okla- 
homa, thero, in all probability 
to 
stretch a neat hemp ropo at an early 
date. 


Murdered by His Stepson, 
Nows has just reached us of the 
killing of T. Bowington, 
formerly 
of Saffoid, by his stepson, at Kays-villo- , 
"Utah. 
It seems that the young man has

It is absolutely necessary to havo 
tho shirts just as clean as they can 
bo made. 
Dry them beforo starch- 
ing. 
Then procure the starch mado 
especially for such work, and 
dos-- 
olve a tablespoonful in ono pint of 
water for each shirt. 
It will not 
- 
need 
cooking. 
Tho 
quantity of 
starch varies 
somewhat 
with tho 
kind of shirts, and a 
littlo 
exper 
ience will bo necessary 
to 
get 
ir 
just right. 
More starch will be re- 
quired for an old shirt thama 
new 
ono. 
Dip the wristbands and 
bos- 
om two or 
threo 
times, 
rubbing 
them betwecnthe 
hands unlil you 
aro suro that every thread is 
satu- 
rated 
?. 
with the starch. 
Wring them. 
and roll tho shirt up 
tightly. 
It 
will be ready to iron 
in 
half 
an. 
hour. 
Your 
ironing 
board 
or 
tablo 
should bo covered 
with 
threo or 
four thicknesses of old blanket and 
a shoot that is perfectly 
clean. 
In 
addition to this there should 
be 
--a 
bosom board about a foot wide ancl 
a littlo longer than a shirt bosom. 
Cover with two thicknesses of old 
linen or muslin. 
These must be 
stretched so tightly that thero aro 
no wrinkles, and fasten firmly on. 
tho undor side of tho board. 
Any 
pieces containing scames 
must bo 
discarded. 
- 
Iron tho sleeves and body of the 
shirt first. 
Placo the bosom board 
inside tho shirt under tho bosom. 
which is drawn smoothly 
over it. 
Press and rub with tho iron until 
it is dry, then rub it softly with a 
soft cloth wrung out of cold water, 
and, with your smoothest iron; iron 
it again, rubbing hard. 
This will 
put tho polish on. 
Iron the wrist- 
bands in the samo way, and bend, 
' 
thorn in the shape you wish them 
" 
to retain. 
Hang the shirt up out 
of tho wind until thoroughly 
dry. 
Then fold it with 'the bosom 
up- 
permost. 
Collors 
and 
cuffs aro 
starched and ironed in the samo 
way. 
After 
turn-ove- r 
collors aro 
ironed almost dry, 
turn 
them in 
tho proper shape and press lightly 
to insure their remaining 
so after 
thoy aro dry. 
The irons must bo kept perfectly 
clean and free from rust to 
insure-- ' 
good results. 
Rubbing them while 
warm with a piece of beeswax tied 
in a cloth, or passing thom over 
a. 
paper wet with coal oil, will 
do 
a. 
great 
deal 
toward kenping them, 
smooth.

Governor Campboll's point that al- 
though England is now trespassing 
upon 
Venezuela 
as ho holds, in 
violation of that doctrino, she 
was 
foremost soventy years ago in

plauding it.

trino was unquestionably 
duo to 
British suggestion. 
Mr. 
Canning, 
in 1823, during tho days of tho 
Holy Alliance, informed Mr.

America, and suggested that tho 
United States

Great Britain 
should make a joint declaration on

A Curious Wootlpllo 
A unique kind of "woodpile" is de- 
scribed as having' been resorted 
to in 
ono of the Lead City ffold mines. 
It is 
composed 
of timbers about tho size of 
railroad ties, vhich aro used in 
sup- 
porting 
tho walls and 
roofs of tho 
drifts 
and tunnels 
of tho mines. 
A 
narrow gautro ralhoad brings the logs, 
which have been sawed flat on two 
sides, to a point on the mountain slope 
about six hundred feet above the val- 
ley, and they are then thrown 
into a 
wooden 
chute 
about 
four feet wide 
and two feet deep, 
tho inside surface 
being kept smooth and slippery by a 
small stream of water. 
Tho point con- 
sidered 
is that if tho 
logs were al 
lowed to run directly to the ground 
they would speedily excavate an enor- 
mous hole, besides damaging 
them- 
selves, so the lower end of the chute is 
curved upward, and tho logs leave it 
at an angle of about Mty degrees from 
the horizontal, and rise from one hun- 
dred and fifty to two hundred 
feet in 
tho air, 
turning 
over and over and 
finally landing on tho enormous pile 
already there. 
A useful outcome also 
accompanies this method, namely, tho 
logs soit themselves in tho pile 
ac- 
cording 
to their 
size 
that 
is, 
the 
heavier ones, 
having greater momen- 
tum, aro all found at tho side furthest 
away from tho chute.

An Iceberg Kvory Six Mlnutos. 
Tho number of bergs given off 
in 
Glacier bay, Alaska, varies somewhat 
with the weather and the tides, the av- 
erage being about ono every five or six 
minutes,

themselves heard at a distance of two 
or three miles. 
Tho very largest, how- 
ever, may, under favorable conditions, 
be heard ten miles, 
or evGn farther. 
When a large mass sinks from tho up- 
per fissured portion of the wall, there is 
first a keen, piercing crash, then 
a 
deep, 
deliberate, 
prolonged, thunder- 
ing roar, which slowly subsides into a

dance in the waves about the newcomer 
as if in welcome;

water streaming 
like hair down their 
sides, 
plunging nnd rising again and 
again beforo they finally settle in per-

Every little 
while 
some 
one 
an- 
nounces that he has come near tho solu- 
tion of til e problem of aerial navigation , 
but-t- ho 
aeronauts are still far from 
evolving1 a practical machine. 
Some of 
them continue to experiment with fly- 
ing machines, doing away to greater or 
less extent 
with gas 
as a buoyant 
force, and others make gas their main- 
stay, confining themselves to means of 
controlling tha balloon when onco in 
the air. Everybody has probably heard 
of Prof. Carl Myers, tho famous aero- 
naut, of Frankfort, 
N. V., anil readers 
of the Illustrated 
Express may remem- 
ber several articles 
which 
liavo 
ap- 
peared in this paper 
from his 
pen. 
Some months ago tho Express contained 
an illustrated article describing his bal- 
loon farm, as he calls his headquarters 
at Frankfort. 
Naturally, Prof. Slyers 
is one of those who are studying the 
problem 
of 
aerial 
navigation, 
and, 
equally naturally, in his efforts to solve 
that problem, ho does not discard the 
use of gas as a buoyant force. 
One of his latest machines he calls an 
air bicycle, and the novel point about it 
is that it provides its own wind. 
A re- 
cent description says it is a curious and 
ingenious affair and looks like a large 
balloon or bag shaped 
like a boat 
turned botttom uppermost. It is round- 
ed on top and flat at tho bottom, slight- 
ly hollowing toward the center, as an 
inverted boat would. 
The bag is filled 
with hydrogen. 
Attached to tho net- 
ting which 
covers 
the 
bag are two 
stays, which support a very light but 
strong skeleton of steel. 
On this 
is 
placed a bicycle saddle, with a bicycle 
handle in front, and cranks and pedals 
below. 
Instead of wheels, the pedals 
(aud the handles 
also when desired) 
operate a piston 
rod, which extends 
about 
fourteen 
feet ahead, 
and on 
which is fitted a hollow tube ratcheted 
onto or cogged into the 
mechanism 
operated by the pedal. 
At the extreme 
end of this tube is a rigid steel arm, 
which, when at rest, lies at right an- 
gles to the head, and about 
six feet 
nearer tho rider is a corresponding arm 
rigidly fixed 
on the tubes. 
On these 
two arms of steel is stretched a piece of 
light canvas, hanging perpendicularly 
down in the same plane as from chin to 
feet of tho rider, and looking like the 
topsail of a ship beating to windward. 
When the pedals are operated the steel 
arm at the extreme end of the shaft 
is 
turned back and forth, and this action 
twists and untwists 
the 
sail into a 
right and then into a 
left-han- d 
helix, 
such as would be produced by taking a 
square sheet of paper with one hand at 
each end and twisting the hands in 
op- 
posite directions. 
This action of the 
cloth produces a current of wind, which 
strikes backward and upward against 
the under surface of the balloon and 
causes it so soar up in the air. 
The 
machine is like the toy balloons one 
buys at tho dry goods stores for chil- 
dren, 
which will not rise by them- 
selves, but blow under them and up 
they 
go. 
The entire 
weight of this 
machine is about fifteen pounds. 
The 
hydrogen 
is made from water by a 
patent 
process of 
Mr. Myers, 
and its 
purpose 
is simply 
to counteract 
the 
weight 
of tho rider. 
There 
is no 
rudder. 
To rise it is only necessary to 
lean backward and work tho pedals; to 
decend one leans slightly forward; to 
turn to tho right or left one leans in 
the direction desired. 
In short, it is 
like riding a bicycle, except that there 
is no front wheel to turn. 
To start the machine the rider places 
himself astride the saddle, springs into 
the air, and as the bicycle 
rises six or 
eight feet, tho rider works the pedals, 
leans back slightly 
and up he 
(roes. 
Prof. Myers claims that a head wind of 
ten or fifteen miles an hour will not 
interfere with the machine's prorrress. 
but is rather an aid as far as labor and 
speed 
aro 
concerned. 
Owing 
to the 
backward tilt of the spindle, the head 
wind rushes 
underneath, 
forcing it 
upward instead of backward only. 
Prof. Myers finds 
no difficulty in ris 
ing to neignts of one thousand feet or 
more 
arid circling about at will. 
He 
claims it is almost impossible 
to have 
an accident unless 
the rider 
throws 
himself off. 
Ho says: "The bicycle is 
not yet perfected, although with patent 
varnishes, new cloths and new styles of 
gearing them, I have produced balloons 
which will last for years 
instead of 
months. 
My aim 
is to provide n suita 
ble motor to drive it. 
Then it will bo 
a machine, 
indeed. 
You 
remember 
that in the 
Franco-Prussia- n 
war bal 
loons were used for spying purposes 
and tho conveying of letters, and the 
Prussians had to make 
special guns 
with which to shoot at them? 
Do you 
remember that only one or two of the 
balloons were ever hit, although they 
were, totally at the mercy of the wind 
currents? 
Well, suppose' I get a motor 
for the bicycle, 
and coming from ten 
miles away at an altitude of two thou- 
sand feet, do you think anything in the 
shape of a gun would be likely to hit 
me? 
Suppose, 
too, that I sail over a 
fleet or an army with half a dozen dyna- 
mite cartridges hung on to tho horizon- 
tal 
shaft, properly weighted to drop 
and strike the ground with tho busi- 
ness end; suppose one or two of these 
are cut loose- 
by mo at that height, 
what would happen? 
The air bicycle 
is capable of such work, as well as car- 
rying a 
life-lin-e 
to a wrecked ship, or 
a thousand other things."

One of tho most remarkable 
things 
about the Baltic and North 
Sea canal,

Gold paid no 
soldier or sailor. 
It refused

national obligations.- 
- It was worth 
most when our fortunes wcro low- 
est. 
Every defeat gave it increas- 
ed value. 
It was in open alliance 
with our enemies tho world 
over, 
and all its energies 
were 
evoked 


-- for our destruction. 
But as usual 
when dangor has boon averted and 
tho victory secured, gold swaggers 
to tho front and asserts it 
suprem- 
acy. 
Talk about an honest dollar! 
The most dishonest dollar 
in 
tho 
world is tho ono that by 
a steady 
incrcaso in its purchasing 
power 
enables wealth hour by hour to rob 
labor. 
That dollar 
is essentially, 
iiendisbly 
dishonest 
which 
com- 
pels tho 'man who has promised 
t'J 
pay tho valuoof a busliol of wheat 
to satisfy a dobt to 
surrender 
tho 
value of two bushols 
in order 
to 
acquit tho claim. 
A dollar that is 
daily acquiring a greater command 
over human labor and its products 
isnot honost 
it is a footpad. 
It 
enables tho rich to grind tho faces 
of tho poor. 
It helps tho specula- 
tor to acquiro a title to your home 
for a fraction of its value. 
It ren- 
ders, it unsafe to contract 
a 
liabil- 
ity or promise a 
futuro 
payment. 
It robs every producer 
of wealth 
who has been compelled to contract 
a debt.

bondholder. 
This "honest dollar" that wo

A decision of tho SupromoCouit 
on tho Classification Law 
is 
ex- 
pected within a week or ton days. 
Tho Guardian, 
a few 
days 
ago, 
finished printing tho district attor- 
ney's 
biief supporting 
tho 
law, 
which was 
filed 
Wodnesdaj 
It 
contains over 150 
decisions 
cited 
and tho following is takon from tho 
last pago of tho briof, summing up 
tho case: 
"Tho rr.lo forbidding 
local 
or 
special legislation is that 
tho 
law 
must bo 
pliable, 
floxiblo, 
elastic 
and permit cities, counties and com- 
munities to adjust thomsolvcs to it. 
It must be such as to 
bo 
possiblo 
for any city, county or community 
to pass into or out of any designat 
ed elaSs at somo 
futuro 
time. 
If 
so, tho law is gcnoral. 
Tho Classi- 
fication law provides 
for all 
that 
and fixes a basis 
of classification 
which is fair botweon tho 
taxpay- 
ers and tho officials. 
After tho court has well and ful 
ly considored all 
tho 
features 
of 
this caso, if any doubt 
exists 
as 
to the validity 
of tho 
Classifica- 
tion Law that 
doubt 
should 
bo 
permitted to have its 
weight, 
not 
in favor of fifty 
or 
moro 
county 
officials, but in favor of tho 
80,000 
or 100,000 peoplo 6f our territory 
who bear all tho burdens of county 
and territorial government. 
T'jc learned Justice 
Washington 
in Ggdon vs Saunders 12 Whcaton 
213 said: 
"It is but a 
decent 
.'t 
duo to tho wisdom, tho integ 
lity and the patriotism of tho legis- 
lative body by which any law is pas- 
sed to presume in favor ofits valid-ti- 
y 
until its violation of tho constitu- 
tion is proved beyond 
all 
reason- 
able 
doubt." 
Prom 
this 
high 
authority it will bo scon that when 
the validity of a law is questioned, 
t'loro is thrown about it and in its 
fiivor all those 
reasonable 
doubts 
which surround a defendant 
when 
charged with crimo 
and 
on 
trial 
for his lifo or liberty.
